4 WASHINGTON, June 2.—Final vote 
on the naval appropriation bill is 
the only bysiness before the House 
today at its last session, with a crowd- 
ed attendance, before the Republican 
convention. Many minority members

loting this afternoon and catch trains 
for Chicago.

| Representative ease of Massachu- 
setts yesterday against the section of 
the bill, embracing the Hensley resolu- 
tion for the peace court. Speaker 
Clark took the floor and aroused en- 
thusiasm by declaring the section was 
the best feature of the bill. 

An amendment designed to lower the 
enlistment period in the navy from four 
to three years and to permit a man to 
enter the reserve after one year’s serv- 
ice also was adopted. 

The Hensley section of the bill would 


appointment of nine men by the Presi- 
dent at the close of the war, to enter 
into negotiations with other countries 
for the establishment of an interna- 
tional court to enforce peace. It was 
placed in the bill as a compromise when 
it appeared that ths opponents of a 
greater navy would not support the 
committee measure. 

Representative Gardner declared the 
plan could not be carried out and if the 
United States had been a party to such 
an agreement in 1914 Congress would not 
have voted to send the country’s quota 
of 500,000 men abroad: to aid in the 
enforcement of peace. 

Gardner wanted to know whether the 
United States would arbitrate the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, if it were assailed, the 
Chinese question and others. That 
brought the Speaker to his feet. 

“I wouldn't take the time of this 
committee if I did not believe that 
this is the most important section 
of this bill,” said the Speaker. 

Won't Arbitrate Monroe Doctrine. 

“The gentleman from Massachu- 
setts wants to know if we ever 
would arbitrate the Monroe Doctrine. 
No, we never will arbitrate it while 
the earth spins on its axis. It is 
the only political proposition that 
all the American people ever did agree 
upon. He wants to know if we will 
arbitrate questions of war and peace, 
No, I hope we never will be engagea 
in another war, if we attend to our 
own business I don’t think we ever 
will.

HEALTH OFFICERS MAKING 
RAT SURVEY AT BEAUMONT 


Get Bubonic Plague Infection 
Information. 


‘BEAUMONT, Tex., June 2.—D. A. L. 
Lincecum, assistant State Health Of- 
ficer, with three assistants and a corps 
of helpers, equipped with a complete 
laboratory outfit that includes guinea 
pigs and rabbits, began here '*st Mon- 
day a survey of the cit’ to determine 
the size and character of its rat per- 
ulation. It is the purpose to exterminate 
the rodents as well as to obtain com- 
plete information as to their contents 
of bubonic plague infection. The survey 
will require two weeks. 

The State health force is not depending 
wholly upon its own efforts in the trap- 
ping of rats, but is paying a bounty of 
10 cents for each one delivered to it, 
dead or alive. 

While the main purpose is to rid the 
city of rats, there is the educational 
feature, to,which Dr. Lincecum is de- 
voting each afternoon. This includes an 
array of exhibits in the large tent which 
the health party brought as part of its 
outfit, which are made the basis of lec- 
tures on various health topics, but prin- 
cipally those having relation to rats.

IN SUFFRAGE LANE 


Head of. Division Hopes to Get 
1000 to Aid in Demonstra- 
tion June 14. 


Fifteen men have volunteered to take 
part in the ‘‘walkless, talkless golden 
lane’ suffrage demonstration on. the 
first day of the national Democratic 
convention June l4. J. A. Goodwin, 
who is to be in charge of the men’s 
division said today that 1000 men were 
wanted and he hoped to obtain that 
number of recruits. 

Dr. James Stewart of the Board of | 
Education was the first to come for- 
ward after the call was issued. Dr. 
George Johns, superintendent of the 
city sanitarium, was another early vol- 
unteer. Further than saying that the 
number of those who had offered their 
services were about 15, Goodwin de 
clined to give their names. 

The campaign for women recruits 
to take part in the demonstration ts 
progressing satisfactorily, accord- 
ing to Miss Alma Sasse and Mrs. D. 
R. Wolf, who were in charge of the 
recruiting station at 1006 Locust 
street. More than 1200 enlistments 
have already been obtained. 

The volunteers are being obtained 
through personal solicitation, the 
distribution of badgers and by 
social affairs. Yesterday a reception 
was held at the home of Mrs. N. E. 
Begg, 70 Vandeventer place, for the 
members of the Eastern Star chap- 
ters of the city at which a large 
number of enlistments were made, 

The suffrage advocates of the city 
are not to take part in the big pre- 
paredness parade to be held tomorrow, 
but will tese advantage of the occa- 
sion to obtain recruits. Fifty women 
in decorated automobiles will occupy 
ndvantageous corners and will distribute 
suffrage literature and take enlist- 
ments. ‘‘Dodgers’’ on which will be 
printed the words ‘“‘Why Stand for Pre- 
paredness Since We Have No Vote’”’ 
will be distributed from the machines. 


CONTEST OF CANDIDATES’ 
FEE LAW BEGUN IN COURT 


Ground That Requirement Denies 
Free Eelection. 
SEDALIA,’Mo., June 2.—George W. 
Anamosa, a Sedalia attorney, through 
Attorney T. B. Waters, will file in the 
Supreme Court of Missouri tomorrow 
a mandamus proceeding against Secre- 
tary of State Cornelius Roach in an at- 
tempt to force Roach to record the 
filing of the declaration, of Anamosa for 
the Republican nomination for Judge of 
the Kansas City Court.of Appeals. 
Anamosa filed his declaration June l, 
but refused to pay the $100 filing fee in 
the form the statutes provide, by tak- 

ing a receipt. 

Anamosa has made a contribution to 
the State Committee, and takes the po- 
sition that money paid in making dec- 
laration for public office should be in 
the form of contribution, and not in 
form of a purchase price for the privi- 
lege of running for office.

I am glad to 
greet you men who represent prepared- 
ness. 

“I do not believe in t»e kind of pre- 
paredness where the patriotic employer 
tells his employes to ‘do it.’ I believe 
the employer and the employe should 
sleep in the same dog tent if we are 
to have effective preparedness.”’ 

In his formal address Col. Roosevelt 
touched at considerable length upon the 
tariff question. He declared a protec- 
tive tariff is the barrier behind which 
American industry can be developed in 
safty and asserted that unless such 7 
tariff is created the United States wil] 
face economic disaster after the close 
of the war. 

Predicts Europe’s Future. 

“After the. war,’ the former Presidnt 
said, ‘‘we shall face a Europe which has 
cast off the shackles of the past and 
which industrially will be as aggressive 
as any military power ever has been in 


a military sense. 


“It is time for this great country of 
ours to be unified in its Americanism. 
One phase of that Americanism nist 
be the Americanism of our industries. 
With this end in view, it is an absolute 
necessity that there shall be a protec- 
tive tariff.’’ 

The whole structure of the national 
welfare Col. Roosevelt said, “rests on 
the men who do the work of industry 
«and the men who do the work of agri- 
culture.’’

And in the improbable contingency that he had 
so guided the country as to keep it out of the war, 
he would be just as vociferous in clamoring that 
his efforts for peace should be recognized with a 
fourth term and plausibly arguing that he should 
be continued in office until the European peril 
had passed. .With success in 1916 he would invent 
other reasons just as potent for giving him a fifth 
term in 1920, should he survive his fourth, and so 
manipulate the Federal patronage as to make it 
well nigh impossible to oust him. 

It is too soon yet to appreciate fully the harm 
to America and to American traditions that was 


averted when Mr. Roosevelt was providentially 


defeated in 1912. Studying that defeat in the light 
of subsequent events, we can see that his candai- 
dacy four years ago brought very near to us the 
menace of a Mexicanized chief magistracy. Will 
that mendve be turned aside in 1916? 
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The graves of the seven of Mosby’s soldiers who 
were hanged by Gen. Grant, and those of the 
seven Union soldiers hanged by Mosby in retalia- 
tion, have a part in all the Memorial Days. 
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AMUSINGLY ABSURD. 


On its face a new city ordinance makes the pre-— 


postereus requirement that ‘every municipal em- 
ploye must have taken the statutory oath of office 
before he can draw any pay. 

Swearing to support the Constitution of the 
United States and of the State of Missouri and 
faithfully to perform the duties enjoined on him 
adds nothing to the qualifications or efficiency 
of the man who is hired to run a lawn mower in 
the parks or who is summoned to fix a faucet at 
the city hall in an emergency or who shovels 
coal at the pumping station or who repairs pave- 
ments or who serves on the whitewing squad. The 
cath is cheapened when it.is made a requisite of 
many highly useful but by no means distinctive 
forms of service. 

The ordinary municipal employe has no po- 
litical responsibility Which requires a special oath 
of office. If he is foreign born and naturalized 
he has taken the oath of allegiance. 

Doubtless the city. would find that it could not 
escape its just obligations by the passing of such 
an ordinance. A suit at law might show that it 
could not be set up as a defense against a worker 
who demanded his due in a court of law. But the 
ordinance which only evidences the carelessness 
of its originator should be repealed. 

ANNUAL WAR ON MOSQUITOES. 

Commissioner Max Starkloff of the Health De- 
partment, starting the annual war on mosquitoes, 
asks general co-operation on the part of the pub- 
lic. He should have it. 

The methods of exterminating these pests are 
now well understood. The mosquito output of 
stagnant waters of any considerable extent out of 
doors is easily handled. It is in the water that 
collects and is left undisturbed on private prem- 
ises—in small puddles, the cans of refuse heaps, 
the traps of drains and other places—where these 
stinging insects find origin in troublesome num- 
bers. Effort on the part of the individual will 
draw acceptable dividends in freedom from intol- 
erable annoyance on the lawn and the portico on 
pleasant evenings. 

The war should extend to the suburbs. The 
mosquito’s aerial power plant does not enable him 
to travel far, but prevailing winds on the outskirts 
of St. Louis often enable him to go a good deal 
farther than he ought to go. And the species of 
mosquito which recognizes and respects the city 
boundary line has.not yet been developed. 

Redlands, Cal., has an official flycatcher. An 
official mosquito exterminator should be found 
in practically every resident in this vicinity. 
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A OURE FOR ALCOHOLISM. 
“The war,” says M. Capus, editor of the Paris 


Figaro, “is bringing out experiments and experi- 
ence.” Only a day ago M. Painleve, Minister of 
the Interior, in an address to the Anti-Alcohol 
League at the Sorbonne asserted that with the 
advent in the army three weeks ago of the first 
consignments of oranges, the fever of alcoholism 
seems to have abated among the soldiers. 
“Orange juice when administered to a soldier 


‘craving for liquor,” says M. Painleve, “at once 


stops that eager appetite. It does more: invet- 
erate smokers have thrown aside their cigarette 
and felt complete satisfaction after the adminis- 
tration of concentrated orange juice.”’ 

As the oranges are freely distributed without 
stint, the Minister avers there have been com- 
mitted to the hospital for treatment of alcohol- 
ism and oversmoking only 2 per cent of the 
number treated before the oranges arrived. 

The league officers reported progress on the 
bili which is to supplement the present inadequate 
measure; and expect that the new bill will defi- 
nitely abolish the drinking “habit” in France, 
where it still exists.

A tabulated list of reports from corps com- 
manders was exhibited and showed conclusively 
that soldiers freely using tobacco had not the 
“stamen” of corps that were free from nicotine 
influence. The league does not “pretend to in- 
terfere with the freedom of the individual,” but 
hopes that added cost will serve as a deterrent 
not only in the field of drinking, but also in the 
matter of smoking...

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OUR OUTDOOR THEATER. 

The beauty and fitness of the outdoor theater in 
Forest Park strike everyone who sees it. The act- 
ors of the “As You Like It” production testify that 
1x compares favorably with all others of its kind. 
It has the charm of natural scenery. 

Whether the theater can be made permanent 
for open-air dramatic productions and pageants in 
the future depends on the success of ‘“‘As You Like 
It” next week. Money is needed to supply perma- 
nent seats, preferably of concrete, and the money 
must come from the revenues of the production. 
The Pageant Drama Association is a trustee for 
the people in the work and the surplus funds it 
receives are applied to the public purposes of the 
organization. Several plans for productions are 
awaiting the outcome of the Shakspearean cele- 
bration. The permanence of the theater largely 
depends upon success. 

If the people support the production liberally 
the association will be able to proceed with the 
plan of making a great permanent outdoor theater 
where productions can be put on economically. If 
the people do not support it, funds will be lacking 
for future work. There can be no question of the 
charm of the play and its surroundings. The pro- 
duction will be worth seeing. The work of those 
in charge of it should be rewarded. Their reward 
will benefit the St. Louis people. 
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THE 22 ANTI-BRANDEIS SENATORS. 
Mr. Brandeis was nominated for the Supreme 
bench by Mr. Wilson 24 days before the great bat- 
tle at Verdun began. On the 125th day of the as- 
saults on him he was confirmed by an affirmative 
vote of 47 and a majority of 25. 

The long delay will not be remembered to the 
credit of the Senate, now subject to the influences 


ship. This was no contest due to historic differ- 
ences over strict or liberal constitutional con- 
struction or even to misguided senatorial cour- 
tesy appeals. So far as any views based on prin- 
ciple guided the opposition, it was a reluctance 
to admit that the Federal system is flexible 
enough to keep pace with the changes and new 
conditions of industrial expansion. 

But the great motive underlying the unseemly 
struggle to prevent confirmation was found in 
prejudice and in a narrow and intolerant school 
of politics. No Senator of the old guard support- 
ed Mr. Brandeis.

to the bitter end and who voted against him, 21 
were Republicans and one a man classified as.a 
Democrat, but often found aligned with the Re- 
publicans. In spite of their partisan opposition, 
abilities of first briliancy and usefulness are for- 
tunately added to the resources of the American 
judiciary. 
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With the firm of Morgan and Roosevelt run- 
ning the United States there would be Big Busi- 
ness for somebody. 
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GOVERNMENT-MADE ARMOR PLATE. 

The House has approved the plan for a Gov- 
ernment armor plate plant, which has already 
passed the Senate. In fact, Congress seems total- 
ly uninfluenced by the Bethlehem Steel Co.’s pow- 
erful appeals in newspaper advertisements, includ- 
ing the following: 

The reason we oppose a Government plant 
is very simple. It is this: 

Even though the making of armor is un- 
profitable, we have invested over $7,000,000 
in our armor plant; that plant is useless for 
any other purpose. 

It would be good business for us to make 
armor for the Government at any price over 
and above the actual shop cost, rather than 
sacrifice our entire investment. 

We do not seek to save big profits; 
our purpose is very frankly to save our armor 
plant—itself built solely for the use of the 
Government—from going to the scrap heap. 

But the Government plant ought not to send the 
Bethlehem plant to the scrap heap. Business for 
foreign account ought to be sufficient to keep it 
going. Or, instead of selling the output at cost, the 
company might sell the plant itself at cost.to the 
Government. Had the company, 10 years ago, or 
even five years ago, showed a like disposition to 
give the Government a square deal, no sentiment

CAUSES DROP H | 
STOCK MARKET 


Active Shares Lose 1 to 3 Points 
on Report of German Vic- 
tory Over British Fleet.

NEW YORK, June 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

‘“'The break on the Stock Exchange, 
which occurred with great suddenness 
in the middle of the afternoon, after a 
general showing of firmness in the 
earlier hours, resulted wholly from the 
news regarding the naval battle on the 
coast of Denmark. : 

‘The first dispatches, which arrived 
as to this action of two days ago, 
seemed on their face to indicate a de- 
feat of the British fleet. . This infer- 
ence, which Wall street adopted the 
more readily in the silence of the En- 
glish admiralty on the episode, was 
followed immediately by selling of 
stocks of every sort on the New York 
market, and by a swift decline alike of 
1 to 8 points in railway and industrial 
shares alike. 

“The British Admiralty’s subsequent 
and less definite bulletin on 
gagement, removed the feeling that the 
loss must have been disastrous when 
the English authorities refrained from 
speaking of it, and prices recovered ir- 
regularly in the closing hour, but the 
market continued under the influence of 
the earlier dispatches up to the end of 
business. 

Wall Street Awaits News. 

“It will require knowledge of all the 
details of this conflict to make pos- 
sible clear deductions on the Stock Ex- 
change or eleswhere. The salient fact 
in the market of the day, however, was 
its evidence of financial belieft that 
now, as has been the case since July, 
1914, a reverse for any of the allied 
powers is to be accepted as an ad- 
verse influence on financial values. 
This instinctive, but quit e unmistak- 
able attitude of the financial commun- 
ity, cannot be ascribed to sympathy 
with one side or the other; financial 
markets have other things to reflect 
than their impulisese and emotions. 

‘‘As was the case in the unfavorable 
movement of such markets as were 
opened during _ the German advance on 
Paris in August, 1914, the action of the 
stock market todaw erely registered 
the belief which has ently dom- 
inated it since the war began—that 
German victories rimarily foreshad- 
owed more obstina prolongation of 
the war. As for any further inference 
from today’s news, Wall Street, as well 
as the rest of the community, must 
wait for further particulars. 

“The break which occurred on the 
news tof the British naval  defea 
amounted from 1 to 4 points in most 
of the active issues with heavier losses 
in those specialties which had been so 
actively traded in during the morning. 
However, the period of declining prices 
was not of long duration, and before 
the close of tle market an irregular 
recovery had set in.
